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THE    FARM    INCOME  SITUATION 

FARM  INCOME  AND  PARITY  IN  19H2 
The  net  income,  including  Government  payments,  of  farm  operators  in 
19^2  is  now  forecast  at  about  9,785  million  dollars,  an  increase  of  about  ^5 
percent  over  19U1  and  more  than  double  the  1935-39  average.     This  is  about  a 
billion  dollars  more  than  at  the  peak  (1919)  of  the  previous  war  period.  The 
net  income  from  agriculture  per  person  on  farms  will  be  about  $368  compared 
with  S25H  in  19!+1. 

Income  to  persons  not  on  farms  has  been  increasing  rapidly,  and  in  19^2 
is  expected  to  exceed  102  billion  dollars.    Although  the  nonfarm  population 
increased  somewhat  more  than  usual  from  l^hl  to  19^2,  the  nonfarm  income  per 
capita  will  be  the  highest  on  record.     It  is  now  estimated  at  about  $931  per 
capita,  or  201  percent  of  the  1910-lU  average,  whereas  the  net  income  from 
agriculture  per  person  on  farms  will  be  about  $3^8,  or  27^  percent  of  the  base 
period  average. 

Parity  income  is  the  net  farm  income  needed  to  maintain  the  1910-lU 
ratio  of  per  capita  farm  income  to  per  capita  nonfarm  income.    Net  farm  income 
will  be  about  136  percent  (27U  f  201 )  of  parity  in  19^2,  as  compared  with  112 
percent  in  I9H1  and  100  percent  in  1935-39.    During  World  War  I,  net  farm 
income  rose  from  97  percent  of  parity  in  19l6  to  lkj  percent  in  1917  and  the 
record  level  of  165  percent  in  1918. 

Cash  farm  income  from  marketings  in  19^2  will  be  about  15  billion 
dollars,  an  increase  of  about  one-third  over  19Ul  and  nearly  double  the  pre- 
war 1935-39  average.     The  peak  during  World  War  I  was  1^.6  billion  dollars 
in  1919.     The  increase  in  income  in  19^2  over  19^-1  results  from  a  rise  in 
prices  of  around  25  percent  and  a  12  percent  increase  in  sales.  Government 
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paynie.it s  will  be  about  the  same  as  in  19*41,  and  will  raise  the  total  cash  farm 
income  in  19^2  to  around  15.6  billion  dollars  as  compared  with  11.8  billion  ia 
19*41  and  the  1935-39  average  of  8.9  billion.     Total  gross  farm  income,  includ«^| 
ing  the  value  of  what  the  farm  furnished  to  the  family  for  living  and  the  val\» 
of  increased  inventories,  will  be  about  18. 5  billion  dollars  in  19*42,  compared 
with  1*4.2  billion  in  I9U1. 

The  expenses  of  farm  operators  have  increased,  but  not  as  much  as 
receipts  from  marketings.    Although  some  farm  expenses,  such  as  wages,  feed, 
and  rent,  are  up  considerably,  others,  such  as  taxes,  mortgage  interest,  and  j 
depreciation  charges,  have  increased  only  moderately.    Total  production  expense' 
of  farm  operators  in  19*42  are  estimated  at  8.7  billion  dollars,  an  increase  of 
more  than  15  percent  over  19*4-1  and  about  50  percent  over  the  1935-39  average. 

Index  numbers  of  farm  production,  prices  received  by  farmers,  gross 
farm  income  and  prices  paid  by  farmers,  and  the  price  parity  and  income  parity  I 
ratios  from  1910  to  19*42  are  given,  in  table  6.    These  various  series  provide  a 
measure  of  the  influence  of  farm  production  and  prices  upon  farm  income  and  a 
comparison  of  the  different  parity  measures. 

—  September  30,  19*42 

Record  Agricultural  Production  in  I9U2 

The  volume  of  agricultural  production  in  19*42  will  surpass  all  previous 
records  if  crop  output  indicated  by  the  September  crop  report  is  realized. 
The  increase  from  19U1  to  19U2  is  expected  to  be  about  12  percent,  almost  as 
large  as  the  record  increase  of  13  percent  from  the  drought  year  1936  to  1937. 
Crop  conditions  have  been  unusually  favorable  for  nearly  all  types  of 
agricultural  products,  many  commodities  setting  new  records  for  yields. 
Pasture  and  range  conditions  also  have  been  unusually  favorable  and  have  pro- 
vided abundant  feed  for  record  numbers  of  cattle  and  sheep  on  farms  and 
ranches.     The  movement  of  livestock  to  market  this  fall  is  expected  to  exceed 
all  previous  years.

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Production  of  food  grains  this  year  was  exceeded  only  in  1915  and  the 
expected  production  of  feed  grains  has  been  exceeded  only  in  1317  and  1920. 
The  greatest  increase  in  output  has  "been  in  oil-bearing  crops  (soybeans,  flax- 
seed, and  peanuts),  vhere  production  is  nearly  twice  the  record  output  of  last 
year.    Production  of  true!:  crops,  otner  vegetables,  fruits  and  nuts,  sugar 
crons,  and  all  types  of  livestock"  and  livestock  products  also  are  higher  than 
in  any  previous  year. 

Income  by_  Co. mod?  t  i^s 

The  producers  of  all  agricultural  products  are  sharing  in  the  increase 
in  income  from  marketings  being  received  in  19*4-2  —  but  not  equally. 
Producers  are  receiving  on  the  average  one-third  mere  income  than  in  19*4-1. 
Income  from  soybeans,  however,  will  be  nearly  three  times  as  large  this  year 
as  last.    Retrrns  from  perauts  and  potatoes  will  be  about  doubled.     Income  from 
rice,  hogs,  eggs,  and  flaxseed  will  be  up  ^0  percent  or  more.     Higher  prices 
and  a  larger  crop  to  be  marketed  will  raise  the  income  from  cotton  and  cotton- 
seed more  than  25  percent  over  19*4-1.    The  large  wheat  crop  being  marketed  at 
higher  prices  will  bring  returns  20  percent  larger  than  in  19*4-1.    Returns  from 
sheep  and  lambs,  danry  products,  and  truck  crops,  while  showing  increases, 
will  rise  less  than  the  average  for  all  commodities. 

Income  by  Regions  and  States 

A  substantial  increase  in  cash  income  in  19*42  over  19*4-1  is  being 
realized  in  all  parts  of  the  country.    The  greatest  increases  are  in  some  of 
the  Southern  States  and  in  Maine.     Growing  conditions  in  several  Southern 
States  have  been  better  this  year  than  last,  and  the  increases  in  income  in 
those  States  is  in  part  a  reflection  of  greatly  increased  production.  Maine 
farmers  are  receiving  better  prices  than  last  year  for  a  good  potato  crop. 

A  comparison  of  19>L2  cash  income  with  the  average  income  f or  t  he  years 
1935-39  is  perhaps  more  significant  than  the  increase  from  last  year.    For  the 
United  States  as  a  whole,  cash  income  from  marketings  in  19*42  will  be  about 
183  percent  of  the  1935~39  average.     By  regions,  the  increases  range  from  157 
percent  for  the  North  Atlantic  States  to  205  percent  for  the  West  North  Central 
States.    The  smallest  percentage  increase  in  this  period  for  any  State  was  1*4-3 
percent  for  New  Hampshire  and  the  greatest  was  280  percent  for  North  Dakota. 
In  general,  the  Central  States  gained  more  than  the  States  along  the  Eastern 
and  Western  seaboards.    The  chart  on  the  front  page  of  this  report  shows 
prospective  returns  from  farm  marketings  in  19*42  as  a  percentage  of  the 
-935-39  average. 

THE  OUTLOOK  FOR  FARM  INCOME  IN  19U3 

Present  indications  are  that  the  production  of  livestock  and  livestock 
products  in  I9U3  will  continue  the  upward  trend  of  recent  years. but  at  a 
reduced  rate  because  of  labor  and  other  shortages.    At  about  present  price 
levels,  income  from  these  items  would  be  somewhat  higher  in  19*4-3  than  in 
19'42.     Sales  of  crops  will  be  somewhat  higher  in  the  early  months  of  19*4-3 
than  In  the  corresponding  period  of  I9U2,  but  unless  yields  should  again  be 
sharply  above  average,  it  is  probable  that  zhe  total  volume  of  crops  sold  in 
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19^3  will  be  somewhat  less  than  in  19^2.     At  prices  averaging  about  the  same 
as  in  September  this  year,  cash  income  from  farm  marketings  in  19^+3  would  be 
around  l6  billion  dollars,  compared  with  15  billion  in  19^+2.     Gross  farm 
income  probably  will  increase  by  about  the  same  amount. 

Net  farm  income  in  19^+3  will  be  influenced  to  some  extent  by  whether  or 
not  farmers  can  get  supplies.     The  rationing  of  new  automobiles  and  trucks, 
farm  machinery,  building  materials,  tires,  and  gasoline  probably  will  result 
in  some  curtailment  of  expenditures.     The  reduction  in  expenditures  for 
buildings  and  equipment  will  not,  however,  be  accompanied  by  a  corresponding 
decrease  in  depreciation,  for  which  allowance  is  made  in  computing  net  farm 
income.    Purchases  of  nitrogen  fertilizer  will  be  reduced  in  19^3*  Expendi- 
tures for  labor  may  be  limited  somewhat  by  the  shortage  of  competent  help  and 
may  not  be  appreciably  larger  than  in  19^2.     Farmers'  expenditures  for  feeds, 
repairs,  black  smithing,  and  hauling  -probably  will  be  somewhat  greater  than  in 
19^2. 

Expenses  may  be  tentatively  estimated  as  between  9  and  3-1/2  billion 
dollars.    This  would  leave  a  net  income  to  farm  operators  in  19^+3  of  between 
10  and  10-1/2  billion  dollars. 

Nonfarm  income  also  is  expected  to  increase  further  in  19^3*  With 
greater  industrial  production  as  a  factor,  nonagricultural  income  in  19^3  is 
expected  to  be  about  11 5  billion  dollars  compared  with  102  billion  this  year. 
The  farm  population  has  been  declining  and  the  nonfarm  population  has  been 
increasing  for  several  years,  and  a  continuation  of  this  trend  is  in  prospect 
for  next  year.    These  diverse  trends  in  population,  as  well  as  relative 
changes  in  income  are  expected  to  offset  each  other  in  their  effect  on  the 
ratio  of  per  capita  farm  income  to  per  capita  nonfarm  income.     It  now  appears 
likely  that  the  net  result  will  be  an  income  parity  ratio  in  19^3  little 
different  from  the  ratio  of  136  forecast  for  this  year.     Prom  the  third  to 
the  fourth  years  of  World  War  I  (1917  to  1918)  the  income  parity  ratio  rose 
12  percent. 

INCOME  FROM  FARM  MARKETINGS  IN  AUGUST  UP  MORE  THAN 

SEASONALLY 

Cash  income  from  farm  marketings  increased  more  than  usual  from  July 
to  August.     It  amounted  to  1 ,k00  million  dollars,  compared  with  1,219  million 
dollars  in  July  and  1,101  million  dollars  in  August  last  year.     Returns  from 
food  grains,  tobacco,  fruits,  and  vegetables  increased  more  than  usual  from 
July  to  August,  accounting  for  most  of  the  increase  in  income  from  crops. 
Income  from  meat  animals  made  about  the  usual  seasonal  increase  from  July. 
Returns  from  dairy  and  poultry  products  declined  less  than  usual  and  the 
seasonally  adjusted  income  from  livestock  and  livestock  products  in  August 
was  slightly  higher  than  in  July.     Government  payments  in  July  amounted  to  30 
million  dollars  and  in  August  to  23  million;  in  August  19^1  payments  totaled 
20  million  dollars.      Payments  by  States  for  the  period  January  to  June  are 
given  in  table  5.

The  greater  than  usual  increase  in  income  from  crops  in  August  was 
partially  the  result  of  the  record  volume  of  production  this  year.  Income 
from  wheat  in  August  was  less  than  it  was  a  year  before,  since  loans  started 
earlier  this  year  so  that  the  volume  of  wheat  placed  under  loan  in  August  was 
somewhat  "below  a  year  ago„    However,  the  increase  in  income  from  July  to 
August  was  somewhat  more  than  usual  "because  of  the  heavy  movement  of  spring 
wheat.     Marketings  of  tobacco  vere  also  quite  large,  and  prices  were  up  sharp- 
ly from  a  year  ago.    With  the  exception  of  returns  from  redeemed  cotton, 
income  from  marketings  of  cotton  was  somewhat  higher  than  a  year  earlier.  The 
amount  of  redeemed  cotton  sold  in  August  was  much  less  than  last  year,  however, 
with  the  result  that  total  returns  from  cotton  were  the  same  this  August  as 
last. 

Returns  from  fruits  and  vegetables  were  up  sha.ro ly  over  last  August, 
due  to  the  fact  that  increased  marketings  were  accompanied  "by  considerably 
higher  prices  than  a  year  ago.     Unusually  heavy  marketings  of  lambs  and  cattle 
were  offset  by  a  greater  than  usual  decline  in  the  marketings  of  hogs,  with 
the  result  that  income  from  all  meat  animals  increased  by  the  usual  seasonal 
amount.     Increased  marketings  of  chickens,  together  with  some  advance  in 
price,  caused  income  from  poultry  products  to  decrease  slightly  less  than 
usual.     The  decline  in  income  from  dairy  products  was  less  than  usual  because 
of  advances  in  prices  of  wholesale  milk  and  butterfat. 

If  allowance  is  made  for  the  usual  seasonal  changes  in  income  from  farm 
marketings,  total  income  in  August  was  l4o«5  percent  of  the  1924-29  average, 
compared  ~jlth  131,5  percent  in  July  and  102.0  percent  in  August  last  year.  The 
index  of  income  from  crops  advanced  from  105.5  percent  in  July  to  120.5  in 
August,  and  the  index  of  the  income  from  livestock  was  up  from  155*0  to  158.0 
percent. 

Total  income  from  farm  marketings  from  January  to  August  amounted  to 
8,403  million  dollars,  compared  with  6,002  million  dollars  in  the  corresponding 
period  last  year.     Income  from  all  the  major  groups  of  farm  products  is  higher 
than  a  year  earlier.    Returns  from  meat  animals,  oil-bearing  crops,  vegetables, 
poultry,  and  eggs  have  recorded  the  greatest  increases.     Income  from  food 
grains  to  date  this  year  has  been  only  slightly  higher  than  a  year  earlier,  bu+ 
with  large  quantities  of  wheat  and  rice  remaining  to  be  marketed,  it  is  prob- 
able that  the  total  income  for  the  year  will  be  considerably  above  that  in 
19^1,    Returns  from  cotton  and  cottonseed  in  the  last  4  months  of  1942  are  alsc 
expected  to  show  a  substantial  increase  over  the  corresponding  months  in  19^1. 
Returns  from  all  remaining  groups  of  products  are  expected  to  continue  to  run  . 
substantially  higher  than  in  194-1.     With  the  large  volume  of  crops  and  live- 
stock still  to  be  marketed,  indications  are  that  farm  income  will  increase 
more  than  seasonally  during  September  and  October,  and  then  remain  at  a  high 
level  during  the  last  2  months  of  the  year. 

July  Income  Sharply  Higher  than  a  Year 
Earlier  in  all  Regions 

Cash  income  from  farm  marketings  in  July  continued  to  exceed  that  of 
a  year  earlier  in  all  the  major  geographic  regions  and  in  all  States  except 
Arizona.     In  this  State,  income  from  cotton  was  unusually  high  in  July  last 
year,  because  large  quantities  of  loan  cotton  were  redeemed  and  sold.  Sales 
of  cotton  were  more  nearly  normal  this  July,  and  income  from  all  farm  market- 
ings was  13  percent  less  than  a  year  earlier.     In  the  remaining  States,  in- 
creases in  income  ranged  from  10  percent  in  Wyoming  to  more  than  100  percent  in 
Georgia.     The  average  increase  in  income  for  the  United  States  was  37  percent.

Income  from  farm,  marketings,  increased  from  June  to  July  by  about  the 
usual  amount  in  the  South  Atlantic  region,  rose  somewhat  less  than  usual  in  the 
East  and  Vest  North  Central  regions,  and  climbed  somewhat  more  than  usual  in 
the  remaining  regions.     The  decline  in  income  from  meat  animals  in  July,  after 
seasonal  adjustment,  was  reflected  in  the  income  of  the  North  Central  States, 
where  the  movement  of  wheat  was  retarded  somewhat  by  lack  of  storage  space. 
In  the  Nflrth  Atlantic  region,  income  increased  much  more  than  usual  from  June 
to  July  because  of  the  sharp  increase  in  returns  from  vegetables,  particularly 
truck  crops.    Higher  returns  from  vegetables  also  helped  account  for  the 
greater  than  usual  increase  in  income  in  the  South  Central  and  Western  regions. 
In  addition,  increased  sales  of  wheat  in  the  southern  Great  Plains  area  in 
July  were  an  important  factor  in  the  higher  income  reported  for  the  South 
Central  region. 

For  the  first  7  months  of  13*4-2 j  income  from  farm  marketings  has  totaled 
^3  percent  more  than  for  the  corresponding  period  of  19^1.  '  During  this  period, 
the  increase  in  income  from  crops  was  up  3^  percent  and  that  from  livestock 
and  livestock  products,        percent.    Because  of  this  year's  record  crop  pro- 
duction, crops  will  probably  contibute  more  than  usual  in  the  last  5  months 
of  the  year  tp  the  increase  in  income  over  the  corresponding  period  of  19^-1* 
although  returns  from  livestock  also  are  expected  to  be  sharply  higher  than  a 
year  earlier. 

For  the  first  J.  'months  of  this  year,  income  from  farm  marketings  in  all 
of  the  Sta.tes  has  been  well  above  that  in  19^1.  In  the  ITorth  Atlantic  region, 
the  'increa.se  amounts  to  only  33  percent,  but  in-  the  remaining  regions,  income 

-was  up  from  ]42  to  U7  percent.-   The  increase  in  income  from  19U1  to  19^2  in  the 
different  regions  is  much  more  uniform  than  usual,  partly  because  both  19^1 
and  I9U2  were  unusually  favorable  year:;  for  crop  production  in  nearly  all 
areas,. and  partly  because  of  the  general  increase  in  demand  for  all  farm 

^products. 

N»rth  Atlantic  Region  • 

Income  from  crops  was  up  sharply  in  this  region  during  July  because  *f 
th<5  marked  increase  in  income  from  vegetables.    Returns  from  livestock  products 
als<5  were  somewhat  higher  than  a  year  earlier  in  all  States.    The  increase  in 
income  in  the  different  States  ranged  from  21  percent  in  Vermont  to  U9  percent 
in  New  Jersey. 

Although  the  increase  in  income  in  this  region  daring  the  period  from 
January  to  July  was  less  than  that  in  any  other  major  geographic  region,  it 
amounted  to  33  percent.     The  increase  in  income  from  crops  was  about  as  large 
as  it  was  in  the  remaining  regiens,  but  returns  from  livestock  were  somewhat 
less.     In  general,  the  increases  in  income  ranged  from  27  percent  in  New 
Hampshire  and  Massachusetts  to  66  percent-  in-  Maine. 

East  North  Central  Region 


An  important  factor  in  the  relatively  small  increase  in  income  from 
^rops     in  this  region  was  the  fact  that  marketings  of  wheat  from  this  region 
In  July  fell  sharply  from  the  level  of  a  year  earlier.     Income  from  crops  in 
Indiana  was  lg  percent  less  than  a  ye.^r  eprlier,  and  for  the  region  as  a  whole, 
it  was  up  only  15  oercent.    Returns  from  livestock  were  somewhat  higher  in  all 
States,  however,  with  total  income  from  farm  marketings  up  from  21  percent  in 
Indiana  and  Illinois  to  39  percent  in  Michigan. 
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Income  in  all  States  during  the  first  7  months  of  this  year  has  been! 
well  above  that  during  the  corresponding  period  a  year  earlier*,  the  increases 
ranging  from  35  percent  in  Michigan  to  hS  percent  in  Indiana.    For  the  region 

an  a  whole,  income  from  crops  and  from  livestock  and  livestock  product 

corded  about  the  same  percentage  increase.

Vest  North  Ontral  Region 


Income  from  crops  in  .this  region  was  up  sharply  in  July,  inasmuch  as 
the  Quantity  of  wheat  rold  or  going  into  loan  was  much  higher  than  usual. 
Marketings  of  livestock  were  not  as  large  as  in  June,  but  returns  from  all 
livestock  and  livestock  products  were  38  percent  higher  than  a  year  earlier 
Total  income  from  farm  marketings  rose  36  percent.    The  increases  in  income* 
ranged  from  3U  percent  in  Missouri  to  64  percent  in  Kansas. 

From  January  to  July,  income  from  crot>s  in  this  region  increased  less 
than  in  the  other  major  geographic  regions,  but  the  increase  in  income  *rom 
livestock  was  unusually  large,  amounting  to  50  percent,  and  total  income  froi 
farm  marketings  increased  more  than  in  any  other  geographic  region. 

South  Atlantic  Region 

In  the  southern  States  of  this  region,  income  from  crops  in  Julv  rose 
sharply  from  the  level  of  a  year  earlier,  due  to  more  favorable  conditions  foi 
crop    production.     For  the  region  as  a  whole,  income  from  farm  marketings  in- 
creased more  over  the  corresponding  month  last  year  than  in  any  other  major 
geographic  region.     Income  in  Georgia  was  more  than  twice  as  high  as  it  was 
in  July  last  year,  chiefly  because  the  large  cron  of  peaches  was  accompanied 
„LrS;"eJ  P;lce?'     The  e*rlier  movement  of  tobacco  this  year  was  another  im- 
portant factor  in  increasing  income  in  both  Georgia  and  Florida.
